WASHINGTON (API)—Airline repre- 
sentatives and government experts are 
currently conducting a series of meetings 
to discuss possible solutions to the grow- 
ing menace of airplane hijackers. 

Over the past 12 months, more than 
1.000 air travelers on 38 flights have been 
forced to fly to Cuba by wild-eyed, pistol 
and grenade-wielding misfits. 

A spokesman for the Airline Pilots’ 
Executive Association (APES) stated 
that if drastic action were not taken, pi- 
lots would soon refuse to fly. 

Forty-seven people, among them 19 
airline crew members, have been injured 
in the recent rash of hijackings. So far, 
airline officials have been able to offer 
little to prospective passengers that the 
situation will improve.

Thruggins stated that many hijackers,

Breakfast Foods 
No Good for Kids 


WASHINGTON (UP)—A leading nutri- 
tion expert has testified to the Senate 
Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs that 
most breakfast cereals offer little nutri- 
tional value. 

In his testimony, Dr. John D. Nutrient 
stated that ‘‘cereal manufacturers should 
concentrate more on vitamins and miner- 
als and less on premiums, box top offers 
and gimmicks to promote their wares," 

Nutrient urged that the Senate “crack 
down” on advertisers whose products do 
not live up to the claims their advertising 
extolls. He further recommended that ce- 
real companies be forced to refund all 
money collected from price hikes due to 
"free" gifts enclosed in cereal packages.

Robert Pufenpop, speaking for the Ce- 
real Hustlers Extremely Against This 
Slander (CHEATS), expressed іп- 
dignation at `'so-called food experts who 
claim that children's breakfast foods rep- 
resent wasted dollars on wasted ca- 
lories."
